The (ic uenfSen they admitted | 
any into councell, rooke their ftgnet, & laid iron 
their mouths,asa ſcale of tilece, ſaying, Animacofily 
ſecretii; ſo Alexa: did.to his councellor Epheſtio, Net- 
ther could any be of councel in Perſia, but ſuch as 
werein coiicell moſt ſecret, & in gouernmermoſt 
wile & prudent. The canſe why Demoſthenes was 
ſo eſteemed among the Athenias, was his wiſds 

& policie often to preuent the force & ſtratagems 
of Philip of Macedon. The cauſe why Vixes was 
indged:moreworthy of Achilles armor then Aiax, 
was. his experienceand councell to Agamemnon in 
the Grecian warres. 'Soritmay be well ſpoken of 
Neſtor,vvho was preferred before all other Greeke 
Captaines,for the like cauſe, Multitudo enim ſapientii 
ſanitas orbis terrarii et, aith wiſdom.It was not the 
counſel ofthe Nimph Egeria to Numa,vwhich vas 
ridiculous, but the wiſedome & policie of Numa, 
therby to eſtabliſh his lawes, much commeded, 
Neither the counſell of Jupiter in the Capitoll to 
Scypio, which was fooliſh, but the policie &'prac= 
tiſe of Scypio, therby'to animatehis ſoldiers, much 
extolled, But no-councell; ho policie againſt the 
Lord;no wiſdom nor Stratagem to ouerthrow a 
king;ora kingdom;bur the (1ns of the king & the 
kingdome.So could Gratippus the Philoſopher, to 
that effect anſvyere Pompey the great, Fataper cauſas 
A3 agunt, 
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azint. So could Pheteniſſa the Witch anſwere Saul 
at Endor, Fatum pietatis appendix; So could the Idoll 
of Apollo aunſwere Auguſtus Ceſar at Delphos , the

claimed in Paradiſe, to continue betweene the leed - 


ofthe woman and Sathan,and thereforc arethe bat. 
tels ofthe Lord innumerable, in reſpe&t of number, 
for that euery liuing man muſt fightin this battellin 
his owneperſon forhis ownelife, and inuinciblein 
reſpec of powerand force : forall battels and victo- 
riesareofthe Lord, yea euenamonegſt Infidels and 
Pagans. Which ifthe Hebrewes had ſo acknowled- 

edit, andhad marched truly and faithfully in the 
Nerds battels, they ſhould haue acknowledged this 
to haue bin their true Oracle,that all victories come 
from the Lord,and not from thearme of man. The 
the Hebrewes might haue known, that Egzpt where 
they had bene bondmen and laues 4.3>.ycares,was 
givento them for a pray fro the Lord,by thehands 
of Moiſes and 4ron, andatfter Egipt, the Canaanites, 
Edomites, Moabites, Ammonites,Philiflines, and diuers 


other nations werealfo giuen intotheir hands, they 
might haue acknowledged that the ouerthrow of 


39. King! 39. Kings was no ſmall bootie to ſuch ſimple men, 
exerthrowne 25 were no ſouldiers by education, but brought vp 


by Moi/es 
and loſhua, 


as ſhepheards from Abrahams time to Moiſes. 


Burt they forgot the great armies and legions of 


(Cn p45 pF FEY ers,and ſuch armies which 
the Lord prouided to fight forthem, while yetthey 
were bondmen in Ezipt, where they had ten vito- 
ries,and ten tryumphs,ſomein the midſt of theland 
of Egipt, ſomein the midſt of the Court of Fharao: 
and {omcinthemidſtoftheredſea, tothewonder 
and terrour ofthe whole world. The Hebrues might 
likewiſe haue knowne,that the Chaldeans were giu& 


to 
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to the hands of the Afyrians : the Aſsyrians to the 
Perſians, the Perſians to the Macedonians, the Ma« 
cedonians to the Romanes. 

Yet all theſe miraculous vitories, which the 
Lorde gaue the Hebrewes ouer ſo many Kings and 
Countries, could not make them to acknowledge 
the author thereof, but what victories ſocuer the 
good kings of 1udah got by ſeruing of the Lord,that 
the euil & wicked Kings both of 1uds & Iſrael loſt by 
their Idolatry and contempt of the Lord,vatill they 
themſclues were rooted out of their Countrey,flain 


and ouecrthrowne, and their Kings taken & carried 
captiues, the one by S«/manaſſer to the Aſfirians, the 


other by Nabuchodonozer into Babilon,of whom you 
ſhall reade more, of them and of their warres here- 


after. 


AndnowlTrthinke it moſt conuentent to ſpeake Of combats, 


ſomewhat of diuers ſeuerall combats, which is the 
ſtrongeſt and onely battaile,f>r in this battatlecuery 
man muſt firſt ouercome himſelfe,andafter be ready 


armedto fightwith Sathan and his ſouldicrs, the 7y,,,,,,F 
onely enemic of man , againſt whom all men are cporau, 


boundeby the vow of Cherim, to fightthe battels 
of the Lord. Weare commanded to be as ſubtillas 
Serpents to preuent the ſubrill ſtratagems of Sathan 
with ſpirituall weapons, who from the beginning 
againſt the Lord in heauen, and againſt man in Pa» 
radiſe practiſed his policies , this is the old Dragon 
which Michael threw downe out of heaucn, this is 
the ſerpent which the ſeed of the woman ſubdued 
in Paradiſe,this is that ghoſtly enemy which practi- 
ſed his ftratagem by his ſernant Pharos in Egypt, not 


oncly by making a lawe and decree firſt to kill the

Hebrewes children, and after by a ſecond decreeto 
drownethem in Nzlus, leaſt he ſhould be deceiued 
in the firſt, butalſo with a like ſtratagem by his ſer.

ſought Chriſt : therefore weare commanded to be 
ſtrong and valiant,as the Lord commanded not on- 
ly 1oſhua, Danid,and others of his owne ſeruants,but 
allo Nabuchodonozerand Cyrus. 

Intheſekindeof battels or combats, euery man 
muſt bearmed with ſuch ſpirituall weapons, as is by 
Paulthe Apoſtle appointed, torefiſt the violence of 
ſo greatan enemy , who doth not only aſlault vs a- 
broad, burtin our chambers, yea in our beds,we muſt 
therefore wreſtle with this enemy as 7/acob wreſtled 
with the Angell, torthe which he was named 1/raet: 
as lob wreſtled with Sathan, forthe which the Lord 
called him his ſeruant 1b : Or as Dauid did with the 
Gyant Goliah,tor the which he was annointed King 
of Iſrael. 

In theſe kindeof combats the Prophets & Mar- 
tyrsof the Lorde win many victories of Sathan and 
his ſouldiers,as Efay that was ſawed in peeces by Ma- 
naſſesin leruſalems, Ieremy that was ſtoned to death at 


Taphns in Egipt by the people: Ezechielwhoſe brains 
were beaten outin Babilon , and infinitenumbers of 


the Martyrs of the Lord, which fought in theſe bat« 
tels of the Lord with legions of diuels, and armies 
of ſpirits, and gotglorious viorics,and were crow- 
ned not with the Olive of 0/mpi4, nor with the 
Lawrell of the Romanes, but with Crownes and 
Garlandes made of the tree of knowledge, andof

the tree of life, -crownes of immortalitie, and gar.

Theſe might fay with Paw/, We haue runne a 
good race, and fought good combattes, farre grea- 
ter-combatrtes then Romulus had with. Acror, and 
yetit was for two kingdoms : greater then the com. 
bat that Artaxerxes had with his brother Cyr#s for 
the great kingdomeand Empire of Pezſi4, or the 
combattes betweene Hedor and Azax, where ma- 
ny Kings and kingdomes were ouerthrowne : but 
the only combat which makes euery ſouldicrftour 
and valiant, was by the ſeede of the woman who 
reſcued Adam from the bondes of Sathan, and Adamre/eu: 
reſtored him to libertie, and wanne a greater vic- 46 the ſeed 
tory to Adam, then Adam had loſtto Sathan : this 915+ woman. 
is the ſtrong armed man that is ſpoken of in the , 
Goſpell of Saint Zeke, that did binde Sathan and p11, 
tooke his rich ſpoyle out of his clawes, reſtored 
to Adam his life and libertic, with a condition to 
ſtand out and reſiſt Sathan, and to fight ſtoutly a- 
gainſt Sathan in theſe combattes and battailes of 
the Lorde, for Adam was firſt a murtherer of his 
children, before he had children, and Adam was 
the cauſe that Chriſt was (laine for him, thereby 
to ſaue him and his children.

ſprinkling oftthebloud ofa lambe;, asa markto ſpare 
his people. 

So the Lord commaunded his Angels to goe 
throughthe whole Cittie of 1er»ſa/em , that thoſe 
that weptand lamented-for 1zruſalem , ſhould bee 
markedin theyrforcheads withtheletter Tas.

Teſus in his body, oppoſing the markes of thoſe 
ſtripes which hee bare for his maiſter Chriſt , asa 
mark of his Apoſtleſhipagainſt the outward circum.

or likeneſſe of the croſle. 

The wicked alſo haue their inward and out- 
ward markes : C4in had his marke, not outwardly 
ſcene by men, butinwardly ſo felt of Cain, that hee 
oft did wiſh to die, and could not, for that was his 
marke , that whoſocuer kild Cai» ſhould bee ſcuen 
folde puniſhed. 

Eſau hadalſo his marke,and ſuch a marke,thatall g,,, arte 
the Edomites that came of him hadalſo E/aws mark, 
whoſe marke was that hee could not repent though 
he ſought it with teares. | 
So had the falſe Prophets their markes, as the 
meſſengers of Sathan, toſpeakelics to the people : 
and ſo Heretiques had their marks, for blaſpheming 
the name ofthe Lord, denying one article or other 
of our faith.

Of theſe markes of 
ſouldiers I ſhall have occaſion to ſpeake of , whenT 
entreat of military diſciplineto ſouldiers, omitting: 
now further to ſpeake ofletters written in ſeruaunts 
torxcheads, of rings on bondmens feete, and haires 
Appaltib.g. ofthe head halfeſhaued. Ofwhich Appulins writes; 
Frontes literati, Pedes annulati,erc. So thatamong di- 
yers nations they were marked on the breaſt, forces 
heads,hands,and armes. 

As the Syracuſans burned their ſeruants in the 
forehead with the print of a horſe, to beknowneags 
bondmen, ſo the Sameans burned the'Athenian

But Pharao tilagainſt his promiſe, ſtaied the Hebrues 
in extreame bondage in Fz:pt,and yet wirh terrour and 
feare of the puniſhments, requeſted Moſes and Aaronto 
ccaſe the horrible thunders,and fierie lightnings,which 
being ceaſed, Pharao ceaſed not tofinne vpon in, nei- 


ther gaue he himſelfeto ſeeke the Lord, foralltheter= 
rors of ſo many plagues paſt. 


The Macedonians at any Eclipſe of the Moone wold 
beſo frighted and cenvitind , though the naturall cauſe 
were opened vnto them of the defects thereof by many 
of their Captaines, yet would they not butagainſttheir 
will.at the Eclipſetime enter into battell, 

Sothe old Romanes were ſoamazed that they tooke 
theebbing & flowing of the ſea,to be wrought by ſome 
diuine power of the gods. So Scipioconteſſed atthe be- 
fieging of Carthaze,and ſaid to his ſouldier, Ducem ſequi- 
mm Neptunum. Though the Romanes and the Mace- 
donians confefled the Eclipſe of the Sunne 8& Moone, 
andthe ebbing and flowing of the Seas to be the works 
of God, yet Pharao confeſſed not the wonders which 
Moſes did in Egipt.

ſtood the Heathens in awe and feare of their gods. 
Andlike as loſbua, Ioſaphat & Danid;returned to giue 
thankes tothe Lord, with violls, harpes & trumpets for 
their victories, ſo the Lacedemonians with trumpets 
andflutes, crowned with garlands made of all kinde of 
flowers, and with aſong to Caor & Pollyx for any VIC- 
tories which they hadobtained. +

for Azeſilaus was lame, and had oneleg ſhorter then the 


other, Darics king of Perſia had one hand longer then 
another, Hanibal tor two eyes had but one : & Ceſar for 
his baldnes was fain to couer it witha garland oflawrel: 
yetlame Agefilaws for his many vioriesEwarlike know 
ledge, was called Azeſ/austhegreat. Hanibal with his one 
eye was the only captain of histime of allmen reputed 
called Hofiis Romans, & Ceſar (though bald) yethadnot 
his peere, nor his equal in martial exploits,captains that 
tarre excelled theſe goodly and tall kings Saul & Xerxes, 
and farre exceeded thoſe comely & tall captains,whom 
the Meades, the Ethiopians & the Lybians were wont 
in old time to chooſe to betheir kings. 

Andasthe Lord is indifferent in beſtowing his good 
gifts vpon the ſimpleſt & meaneſt that ſerue him, aſwell 
as vpon the comelieſt and goodlieft men, for the Lord 
hathnorefpe&rothe perſonage of men, aswe reade in 
lacred fcripture. |

mto the Citic in anotherplace. ( 

Antiochus vſed the like ſtratagem againſt the Ephefi- 
ans,.commanded certaine Rhodians which were of his 
Army toſhouroutloud, andto make aſudden out-crie 
an the deadtime of the night, their feare and terror 4 
ſuc - 
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fuch , that all went to defend that place ofthe Towne, 
andleftthe other ſide ofthe Towne withoutdefenceto 

let Antiochus enter in. 
Lat. Cornelius afterhe had beſieged and taken many 
Townes in S4rd:mia,he vſedthis ſtratagem, to takeapo- 
pulousſtrong Citic,madeagreat numberof hisſouldi. 
ers to hide themſcluesinambuſh , he having buttewe 
ſouldiers, prouoked them ofthe Towne tocome our, 
faining himſelfro flye,the enemietollowing with great 
furie after. Zac. Cornelizs with.all his hidden ſouldiers 
returned vpon the ſudden with ſuch a terrible cry, 
that the-enemics turned theyr backes and fled to the 
Towne, and the Romanes followed afterthem cloſe 
2t the hecles,andentred the Towne withthemall toge- 
ther. 
So Pompey the Conſull, . Generall for the Romaine 
Army in 4/bania, perceiuing the enemies both in horf. 


the Romanes, practiſed thys ſtratagem,placed his foote= 
men behind the horſemen, being in aſtraight,and com- 
maunded his horſemen to couer their helmets, leaſt by 
theſightof the helmets they ſhould be ſcene of the ene- 
mies,and totakeypon them to flyeto draw the enemies 
forwards intothe midſt ofthe Army of footemen, and 
thenthe Romanc horſemento turne backe,and deuide 
themſclues, and roſet on both ſides of the enemies. By 
this ſtratagem Pompey got a great victoricouerthe Alba.

melandaſle,yethe ſpared Agag king ofthe Amalekites, 
and the fat beaſts and thelambes, the ſheepe, and the 
oxcn that were good, againſt the commaundement of 
the Lord,and therefore Samuelreproued him,and tolde 
him that the Lord had reieted him, and thathis king- 
dome ſhould beegiuen to an other, and vpon Sal dit- 
obedience,Samuel was commaunded to annoint Danid 
kingouer 1/7ael, ſo Saulwonnethe victory, but loſt his 
kingdome and his life in the next battell.

Weſt kingdomes. For Antiochws the great, the greateſt Antivebuy, 
kingat that time inall Aſ;4, was ſoone ouerthrowne by 
a Conſullof Rome.

& Enhadid king of Aram, afſembled an 
7 army againſt the Lorde, hauing two 
and thirtie kings , which were gouer- 
(SA nours and rulers of prouinces, with 
horſes and chariots without number, 
came and fought againſt Achabking 
of 1/rae/,a moſt wicked king. Andyer 
the Lord ſecking to winne this wicked king, as well by 
victories now , as by myraclys before, ſenta Prophet to 
Achab, promiſing him ougf Benhadad king of Aram a 
great victoric. Forthe army of the Syrians wereſo ma- 
ny,that Benhadad{enta Herald vnto Achab, commaun- 
ding him to deliver vp to his hand Samarig andallthe 
cities of 1{-ael, or clſe hee would come with ſuch anar- 
mie, that the duſt of Sa-zariaſhould notbe inough for 
euery ſouldicrahandfull, much I:ke'Xerxes king of Per- 


ſeator his vaunts and bragges, who doubted thattheſca 


Helleſpont had not roome ynough for his nautes, nor 
Greece had land inough for his armies, nor the airewide 
inough for his ſhottes, but Xerxes was anſwered by De- 
marathus the Philoſopher, as Benhadad was by Achab: 
Lethim not brag thar putterh on his harnefle, as he that 
pursit off, butthe kingof Syris bragged as Xerxes did be- 
forchewanthe viQory,forthe Lord oanethe victory to

cers Cenſores did in Rome, againſt vagabounds , runna- 
gates,and idle ſouldiers, 

Among the Macedonians it was not lawfull for any 
man that was not Miles adſcriptns , and had not taken a 
military oath to bea ſouldier in any warre that the Ma. 
cedonians tooke in hand : neither might a ſouldier yn- 


| ſwornebecadmitted to fight or draw his ſword againſt 


the enemie, ſo carefull then was oldeage to keepethe 
order of military diſcipline,and martiall lawes. 

Thelaweamong the Syracuſans was , that the Gee 
nerall of the horſemen did write the names of thoſe 
ſouldiers intables that diſordered themſelues, ortrou- 
bled others of the Army, that they mightbe puniſhed 
afterthe battel], with ſuch puniſhments as was appoin- 
ted forthem by the lawes of Syracuſa. '

he weighed glorie, as hee weighed wealth, and fo little 
he eſteemed wealth, that when Epaminondas dicd,hee 
wanted mony to burie him. In ſo much that Cicersfaid, Cicere, 
that he wondred that ſo greata Philoſopher and foſin- 
gularly learned, ſhould become ſo noble acaptain that 
all Greece preferred himfor both. 

Many ſoughtto imitate Epaminondas, for Philopg- Philopomen 
men tollowed Epaminondas _— inall his ations, but *®ated E- 
chicfly inthree things : hee followed his hardinefſe to P4%%%%40+ 
enterpriſe any thing : hee followed Zpaminonda: wile- 
dome to exccute all great matters and followed his in- 
tegritie from corruption, bribery,and taking of money, 
hereby came Phil/opemen to be the moſt renowned cap- 
aine of all Greeoe in his time... B... 
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Philopowen was cight times Generall of the Achai- 
ans, being then ſcuentie yeares olde, for Phj de- 
lighted from ts youth in warre and marrtiall exerciſe, 
and louedalwaies (ouldiers and armes, for he was in his 
time one of the beft, andone ofthe laſt Capraines of 
Greece , and therfore reputeda berter Capraineforwar, 
thena wile gouernour forpeace. Forat the barteil by 
the riuer of Lariſſas , Phrlopomen being Generall of the 
Achatans againſt the Arolians, where hee flue: Demo- 
phantns Generall of the Frolians, in a combar fought 
berweene them both in the ſighrofthe armie, andatrer 
ouerthrew the whole hofte, 

Phi grew fogreat in'Greece, thatthe name of 
Philopomen made the Bzotians to flicfor feare from the 
fiege of Megars, and madethe Spartans after he had ra- 
ſed the towne toforſake Licurgnslawe, and compelled 
the Lacedemonians to follow the Achaians manerand 
cuſtomes. The Grecians ſo louedand fo efteemed this 
oy Philopomen , that Titus F laminins, enuyed him forhis 
fame and greatneſſe in Greece, becing then Confull of 
Rome, and had reftored all Greece to her former liber-

Philopomen was the laſt famous man of the Grecians, at- 
ter whoſe death Greece decaied.

. .thenumber that were ſlaine of Mithridates ſouldiers as 
mentionsare made,were welnigh three hundred thou- 
ſand men of all ſorts of people, 

This <AMithridates was the greateſt enemy that the 
Romanes had after Hannibal, and yet Hannibal and all 
Affrice was ſubdued within ſeuenteene yeares by the 
Romanes, and that moſt noble captaine Pirrhns, who 
fought with the Tarentines, Sammites & others, againſt 
the Romanes, hee was driuen out of 7ahy within foure 
yeares,but Mithridatesendured the fury ofthe Romans 
fortie yeares, vntill he was weakened by Sy/&, wearied 
by Lucallus, and atlaſtſubdued by Pompey the great. 

Mithridates king of Pontas, fearing much the power 
—_— of the Romanesfrequented hunting,that 
he vied no houſe in towneor country for ſeuen yeares, 
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thatthereby he was able to endure any labour and to 
preuent any ftratagem of his enemies. DOu

aRammetothe enemies confines, to {ignifie that they 
werereadicarmed for their enemies; for the ſending of 
the Ramme with the Greekes , did ignifie as much as 
the throwing of the bloudie dart , or Iron ſpeare with 
the Romanes, for the Romanes were inftructed in mar- 
tiall diſcipline by the Greckes , as the Greckes were by 
the Perſians,and the Perſians by the Egiptians.

wards faire andſoftly,and then retirin g with great ate 
vponthe ſudden , much like to the Parthians in theyr 
fighting , taking vpon them to flee for feare from the 
cnemies, to drawe the enemiesafterthem; andthento 
rerurne vpon the ſudden againero fight with theirene- 
mics: ſo did Zumeres by his ſouldiers, whichrmadethem 
readicin ſeruiceas well backwardsas forwards , which 
many captaines v{ed asſtratagems. 

Fabins Max. thought good to reclaime the faults of 
an cuiland ignorantſouldier by lenitie and gentlenefle, 
and wiſhed nocaptaineto vſc his ſouldiers more ſharp- 
ly them the husbandman vſed his Figge trees , Oline 
trees , and wilde Pomegranates , which by pruming 
and good handling of them, doalterthcir hard & wilde 
nature. . 

Charondas madcalaweto puniſh thoſeſouldicrsthat

Pompey hauing bene neither Prztor, Conlul, or Se. 
nator , had his triumph granted him againſtthelawe,

hisarmy farfrom Rowe,to practiſe his ſtratagems, where c,/ar; am- 
heconquered the Gaules withthe weapons of the Ro. bium againf 
manes, and wonnethe Romancs with money of the Rome, 
Gaules, fewe in Romeknew this, but ſuch as he (ed with 


money in Rome tobe his friends.

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Hencegrew the malice and enuic betwneene Pow. 
peyand Ceſar, tor Pompey could notabide his equall in 
Roree,nor Ceſar his ſupecriour, | - 
Ceſar was fuſpectcd to be confederate with Cateline 
in his conſpiracic, not onely to ouerthrow the ſtate of 
the Common-wealth , butalfo to deſtroy'the whole 
Empire of Rome , for the which cauſe Cato and Piſo 
fell out with Cicero , for that hee then beeing Con- 
ſull, had notbewrayed Ceſar, when Cicero well might 
haue done it , for many ſawe the greatneſle of Ceſar 
farre from Rome before hee came to Rome, they ſawe 
his courage and minde to bee inuincible , his marti- 
all skiltto bee fingular , that ſuch was his conqueſts o. 
uer the Gaules in tenne yeares, that hee tooke aboue 
cight hundred Townes , and: having luch an infinite 
numberof enemies , ofthirtie hundred thouſand ſoul. 


- diers, Gaules, Germaines, Teutons, and diuersothers,

So that Czſars praiſe, his wartes, his battels, his vio. 
ries, andconqueſts, had excelled all the ſtrongeſt kings 
and princes of Europe , had he not onely ſhewed him. 
ſelkean encmic to his Countrey inthe battellat Pharſa- 
lia, whete Pompeythe great, the Senators, andthemoſt 
part of the noble men of Rome wete {lain,oucrthrowne, 
and taken. 

Had Czfarberie in the time of Hantbal , of whom 
Scypio demanaed, who had bene, and were the greateft 
captaines of the world, to whomheanfwered,' Alexaw- 
der was the firft , Pirrhusthe ſecond , and Hanibathim- 
felfe the third.

werecalled in Rome, Nunty & inter petres outs; the meſ- 
ſengers of Iwpiter,and his interpreters. 

Sothe latter Iewes (erued and ſacrificed tothe Idols 
ofthe Gentiles, neither would they atremprany thing 
without oracles from Chemoſh the Idoll of the Moa- 
bites, from Nefrochthe Tdoll of the Aſſyrians, and from 
Dagan the Idoll of the Philiſtines, & yet Senacherib was , , ,. yof 
flaine praying inthe Temple before his owne god Neſ- 1. 
roch,by his owne ſonnes:and the fiue Lords of the Phi. 
liſtines, atthe great feaſt which they made to their god 
Dagon , were laine by thefall of the houſe where they 
feaſtcd.

As the Ethnikes vſed dreames, lots, prophefies, ora- 
cles,foothſayings,and charmes,to inſtruct them intheir 
warres , ſo Nabuchodonozer conſulted with his oracles, 
asked counſel of the ſoorhſayers,and obſerucd theliuer 
of a beaſt for the deſtruction of 7eruſalem : but they are 
curſed in Gods booke; that would vieſorcery, orlecke 
helpeby any other meanes then by the Lord : for whar 
haue the faithfull ro do with Infidels, which were for- 
bidden togoeto Iupiter at Hammon, orto Appolioat Det- 
phos? wherethe Gentiles came to offer gold , pearles, 
tewels, chaines, crownes,{hiclds,targets,and Images, to 
hang thereinthe temple of Appe/lo , that Philipking of

Yet Cicero was of opinio that the Romanes wanne 
more kingdomes rather by religion then by armes, for 
the Romanes ſaid Cicero were not equall in number © 
tothe Hiſpaniards, ncither ia ſtrength to the Gaules, mes 
nor inſubriltie & craft tothe Aﬀericans, neither inlear= tg 
ning and knowledge tothe Grecians, but only the Ro- 
manes ouercametheſenationsas Cicero ſaid ; Pictate & 
religione. 

Yet Yegetinsaffirmeth , that the Romanes became Ueger.#b.r, 
Lordes ouer all Nations through military diſcipline, cp.1. 
which the Romanes had from the Greekes;and c{peci- 
ally from the Lacedemonians, to whom not onely the 
Africans, the Carthagineans and Cicilians, but alſo 
the Italians and the Perſians, ſent for skilfull Generalls 


and Captaines. as the Syracuſans had Gi/izypns a Lace-

Sothe Lygurians grew warlike &\kilfull ſouldiers, 
by long fighting & contending with the Romains.And 
ſothe Thxbans became { kilfull ſouldiers by continu- 
all warres with the Lacedemonians, that Eyaminondas 
ouercame the Lacedemoniansatthe battell of Leuc7res, 
and brought the pride of Sparta vnder Thebes, Thus 
the warlike Lacedemonians, whoſeaide and helpe was 
ſought of all nations, are ouerthrowne by theyr next 
neighbours the Thabans : Eucn the Lacedemonians, 
* whothought itaſhame, to followe the enemies that 
fled from them; and made aſcofte of the Perſians great 
armies, who thought neither Iewenor Gentile equall 
to them, are now ouerthrowne in their owne coun- 
trey by their owne countrey men, Weleaue the La- 
cedemonians in theyr lofſe, and will ſpeake of thoſe 

reat captaines, that had the like careto bring vp their 
ouldiersas the Lacedemonians had, 


Alexander Alexander the great, when any of his ſouldiers

were maimed or hurt in the warres, that they could 


rewarded mo longer ſeruc, cither being hurt, or for theirage, he 
maimed/el- liberally rewarded them, and ſent them to Hacede- 
nia with his Letters vnto Antipater, that they ſhould 
be placed in the chicfeſt place of games and ſhewes, 


wkh Garlandcs of flowers on theyr heades, to ani- 
mate 
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mate others to martiall exploytes, and to embrace 
armes. 
So liberall was Ceſar to his ſouldiers, that hee would ,,, Cefar. 
haucthem goe braue in apparell, and feedethem with 
gifts and rewards,and would often ſay vnto them, win 
gold,and weare gold. : 
Ageſilars vied his ſouldiers with the like martiall y.,,,,s is. 
exerciſe, and inſtructed them in all military diſcipline, 3. de rebus 
that heeappointed certaine Armours, braue Targets, Grecoraw. 
Swordes, and ſuch military weapons that ſhould be 
given to thoſe Souldiers that ſhould moſte exceede 
others. 
So Ci. Ceſar cauſed not ___ olde warriors Yiger.4b, 2, 
the Romane knights, to traine yp the Romane youthes cp. 9. 
in martiall diſcipline, but the Senatours themſclues, 
not only abroad, but priuately in theyr houſes, ſhould 
be carctull and diligentto ſee the young ſouldiers well 
inſtructed and brought vp in warlike exerciſe, Well 
therefore ſaide Epaminondas to his countrey-men, If 
you wil be Princes of Greece,Caiirs eft vobus viendum Tacit.4b, 
nop palefra, you muſt vic Tentes for warres, and «me. 
not places to exerciſe wreſtling, and ſuch vaine games, 
whiche made Alexander Severus the Emperour, to 
bring vp his ſonnes in warlike Tentes farre fromany 
Citties, to become ſober and temperate, withoutthe 
fight of any thing that might entice them fromtheyr 
Weapons. 
Heereby grewe Titus to bce ſo well beloued in Tiras. 
Rome among his ſouldiers, who beecing (© liberall in 
his warrcs, that hee was named of all men, Delicia 


hominum, 


Fabritios 
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Fabritins alſo and Yalerins, two noble Romai 
were more carefull to jinrich their ſouldiers thenthern. 
| ſelues. Soinall countries they made much of ſouldiers, 
| and rewarded them with preſents and gifts,asthe Perſi-

ſo carefull, thatthey would not forget the beaſtes that 
ſerued them long. 
Cymonthe ſonne of Milcjades, a famous captaine of 
Athens, for that his mares wanneat the games of 0/yn- 


pia inthehorſe race thriſe the garland , hee cauſed his

wearicd oxe for ſacrifice , but ſhould feede him in his 22/46. 
age, fo carcfull were the Romanes and the Greekes — 
to recompence ſeruice,cuen vnto beaſts, that had labo..  * 

red & done ſcruice vnto man. Forthe Athenians made 74, Moiles + 
alawe in fauour of the moiles that carried the ſtones to i Athens, 
the building of the Temple Hecatonpedon, that they 

ſhould be ſuffered to-graſe enery where withoutlet or 

trouble of any man, it the Greckes and the Romains ſo 
eſteemed theirbeaſts, how much more hadthey cauſe 


to relicue their old maimed ſouldiers. 
And thercfore Hannibal was more deteſted & hated 
of his ſouldicrs, that being ſo cruell and ſo couctous, he 
foſt not only many of his owne ſouldiers, bur alſo many 
of his friends and affociates forſooke him. 
And ſo Perſins king of Macedonia, a moſt miſerable 
couetous prince, who to = his money, loſt both his ©9*t9w 
money. his kingdome,and his life. mes wor 
Poſthumixstor that he denied the poiles to the ſoul- , bey wouve, 
diers, which hepromiſed, was ſtoned to death by his 
ſouldiers. 
So that Haxibal loft (through his couetouſnes and 
crueltie) tothe Romains, what he wanne by kill and 
llicie of armes of the Romaines. This is the end

The third Booke of the

melted ynder his tongue, but.the end of his anger and 
wrath was,that he was lain out of Greece in Phryzia,and 
to be buried in 1/7on. 

Soſweet was couetouſnes vnto Creſws,beingthe only 
wealthieſt man in Rem, that it broughthim fro Roweto 
be flaincamong the Parthians,the onely enemies of the 
Romancs, | aq 

Soreuenge was to Hanibal,as ſweetas wrath to Achit- 
/es, the one to ſatiſfic his wrath vpon the Trojans,the 0- 
therto performe his vow. & oath to his father Hamilcar 
to plague the Romans, but both therby died out oftherr 
countries, the one {laine in Phrygia, the other poyloned 
himſelfe in Bythinra. 

So to Pirrhms,quarrels wereas feet, as revenge was 
to Hanibal, and therefore taking quarrels in hand euery 
where,at laſt was ſlaineour of his countrey-in Greece. 

So may it be ſpoken of the ambition of Ceſar & Alex. 
ander : the enuic that Ceſar had to Alexanders conqueſts 
was ſo great, that hee much complained of himſelte be- 
ing an old man,and yet wanne no fame by his fmal vic- 
tories,in reſpect of Alexanders great coqueſts being but 
4 Young man. 

Solikewiſe Alexander exclaimed againſt himſelfe, in 
relpe@ ofthe fame & greatnes which Homer gauero A- 
chilles. Thus ambitis was as ſweet to Ceſar,andto Alzx- 


gnge to Hanibal,or quarrels to Pirrhus, = There»

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Therefore ambition was painted out in Hehopols, a 
citic in Egipr, without legges, becauſe ambition might 
notclime, forambitious men are not ſo gladand proud 
to ſce many that follow and obey them, as they are in- 
wardly afflited and gricucd to ſec fewe not obedient 
ynto them.

And fo Cato, Marcellus, and others, perſwaded the 
Senators of Rome to deliuer Ceſar vnto the Gaules, for 
the like cauſe, for that they ſuſpeRed Ceſar with Ca- 
zeline, and cuer found him ambitious and deſirous of 
warre,in Rome, and out of Rome : and therefore ambiti« 
ous Generalls and Captainesare eaer moſt dangerous, 
and moſt neceflary to be lookt vnto.

after an other followed him at the heeles, Corea, to 
whom Sertorizs gaue battell, and overthrew him by ſea, 
after Cotta, Phidins, whoſe army Sertorius ouerthrew, 
andcauſed Phidjusto flye; after Phidins,T oranius,wyhom 
heflew, and the moſt part of his army; the fourth cAe- 
tellus, who was driuen by Sertorins to ſucha pinch, that 
had not Pompeythe great comne from Rome, he had fa- 
redlitle betterthen thereſt, who fora time both Pow 
and <Merellas had both their hands full co do with Ser- 
torins, 

This is that Metellas which cauſed Scypio Aﬀricanto 
ſwearethathe would not forſake neither Romenor 1taly 
his countrey, which hethought todo with many Ro- 
manes more,after the great ouerthrow of the Romanes 
by Harniball atthe battel of Cane, Fhis Metellusis that 
old woman, of which Sertorzus ſaid, that he had whipe 
Pompey Syllas boy , hadnotthat olde woman Merellus 
comne,which being told Pompey, heanſwered, I hadra- 
ther be Sy/lar boy then Sylastugitiue,as Serrorins is, 

Pompey himſelfe within 3 4. yeares after, was forced 
to follow Sertormsſteppes.and to flye from Ceſar,as Ser. 
zorins fled from Sylla : for Ceſar followed Pompey from 
the field Pharſahia to Feipt,where Pompey was {lainc, as 
Pompey followed Sertorins from Roweto Aﬀike , where 
Sertorius likewiſe was (laine.

he was faine to flyeto Corphn,8& from thenceto Aſia, tor 
the king of Perſia offered two hundred talents to him 
that would bring him Themiſtoctes, for that T hemiFfocles 
wasthe onely enemie that deftroyed ſo many Perfians 
in Greece. 

But Themifocles vnderſtanding of the kings inten- 


tion,forheſuppoled it the ſureſt way to auoid thekings 


wrath, and toſaue his ownelife, to goeand yeeld him- 
ſelfe vnto theking of Perſia , where he was ſoaccepred 
thathe had three great cities for his entertainment, and 
grew in ſuch great fauour with the king,thattheprinces 
and nobles of Perſiaſo enuied him, that they ſought by 

allmeanes to deftroy him; * © 
But when Themifocles was required by the king, to 
leadaPerſianarmyagainſt the Greekes, according to 
his oath, he tous that fat vnworthy ofthename of 
Themittocles, to'beare armes againſthis countrey men 
the Greekes, though he was baniſhed from Greece, but 
relolued 
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refolued to die likea true Greeke, reſeruing his loue to 
his country,and his oath to the Perſians, leaſt he ſhould 
by any meanes ſeeme to hinder the victories and tri. 
umphes of Cymen, at thattime general of the Grecians, 
or {eeme any way to ſtaine himſelfe witha trecherous 
nameagainſt his countrey, after ſecret conference with 
his friends: (whom he feaſted) and ſacrifice done to his 
gods,T hemiſtocles died inMagnetia,as Cleomenes did in E- 
zZipt in the citie of Alexandria, which when Cleomenes 
tawe he could noteſcape the kings hand, to whom hee 
bare mortall hatred, after much ſlaughter within the 
towne, Cleomenes exhorted thereſt of the Greekes, be- 
ing his company, which were but thirtie in number, to 
die like men by theirowne hands, and notby theene. , . 
mie, ſaying : Letnot fortunetriumph ouer fortitude, ,, = 
Thus Cleomenes perlwaded his company to dyelikeno. 
ble Spartans, which they performed , for they flew 
themſclues one after an other by their owne handes, 
And thus after Clomenes had raigned ſixtcene yeares 
king of Sparta, dyedas you haue heard in the Cittie of 
Alexanaria in Egipt,as T hemiilockes dyed in Magnetia,

So was 10- 
ſhuaat the batrellat 7ericho, likewiſe commaunded, that 
the Prieſts ſhould ſound rammes hornes. Theſe He- 
brew battels were the only examples to the Gentiles in 
their warres, foras the trumpets & hornesare moſt aun 
cicnt, ſo afteramong all nations, they inuented diuers 
warlike inſtruments, as in ſteede of trumpets in theyr 
warres, and diuers kindes of variable ſounds. 

The Phrygians ſounded moſt lamentable and pitti». 
full notes, the Lacedemonians ſweet & pleaſant notes, 
the Lydians mournfull and planQiue the 1o»ians mer- 
ry & pleaſant notes, the Dorians warlike notes. 

In ſo much that when Tiwotheus the trumpeter ſouns 
dedthat Doria warlike note, Alexander the great ſtreight 
called for his armor, it ſo kindled and inflamed Alxana 
ders minde to armes. 

Hannibal neuer vicd ſound of trumpets nor warlike 
notes, but ſecret ſtratagems, without further notice or 
knowledge to his enemies, but only his tents couered 
with red,the very ſelfe ſame day that he would hauc his 
ſouldiers readieto fight. It ſeemed that Hanibal imita- 
ted Alexander the great herein, who vſed to ſetyp cers 
tainered banners and flags about his tents,in his warres 
againſt Dariss king of Perſia. And

Mar, Antoniss in his battcilagainſt 0Fauins Auguſtus 
at Aftium, gaue purple ſailesto his Pretorian nauics, as 
ſignes of his pride, and hope of his victories, but ſoone 
forſaken,for he was glad to flic,& follow after Cleopatra, 
Alexander the great, when hefailed to Indi, vied dis 
uers colours of ſailes in his nauics, wherby one captaine 
mightknow theother,and himſclfe in his owne ſhippe 
had purple failcs. 

TheRomaines vſcd to haue painted vpon their ſhips 
banners and flagges,the pitares, Images, and names of 
their Emperours and Generalls. The Grecians vicd alſo 
to paint & write thenames of their nauies, according to 
the names of thoſe Iles where they were made. Others 
the Image & piures of their gods of the countries, as 
the Greckes Neue and the Troians Mimeras. _

inſtruments all nations vicd in their warres,you ſhallal- 
ſo read the watchwords of great Generals & noble cap- 
taines, which they vicd in their greateſt warres.

| andto build caftles high ynto the heauens like N/mmod, Nimrod, 
who wold build Babe/toreach vp toheauen,to reuenge 
the iniury done to his predeceſſors by the vniuerfallde. 
ludge,reſembling much the battell of the Gyants, who 
challenged Iwpiter, andthe reſt of the gods to battell : 
but though this be fabulous cocerning the Gyants, yet 
the building of Babelis written by Moſes, that Babel was 
builded ſo high by Nzmrod,both to auoyda ſecond de- 
ludge, and to reuenge his ſtock and family deſtroyed in 
the firſt : but the Lord ſaw theirfolly, confounded their 
workes by a confuſion of one language into many. 

Phils might askea queſtis aſwell now,why the Lord 
did not overthrow the tower of Babel with winde,tem- 
peſt,and thunderbolts,as he did aske,why the Lord did 
not deſtroy Egipt with Lyons, Tygres, Beares and ſuch. 
But as Philo anſwered his ownequeſtion, that it was to Phu.

them to repentance, and not to deſtroy them with 
ſauethem to rep a _ 
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wilde beafts. And fo with thelike reaſon Philo, or;

Wo much ſecuritie was in Pompey his ſouldiers, af- 
terhe had giuen two repullſes to Czſars ſouldiers at 
Dyrachium, as Cz(ar (aid himſelf, the victory might haue 
bene Pompeys, ifhe had followed his good fortune. So 
againe if Pompey had followed his good lucke, and had 
notſtaied the Romane youthes being fierce to goe for- 
wards atthe battell at Pharſalza,he had put Ceſar to grea- 
ter daunger then he was at Dyrachinm. 
So Hannibal was toucht with that fault by Hamilcar 
the Aﬀrican, thatif he had gone forwardsand brought $,,,,, 
his armiec after the battell at Canne before Rome, as Scipio warres hurts 
after his ouerthrow of Hannibal brought his force be- full 6 
fore Curthage, Rome might haue bene in as great a daun- 
ger as Carthage WAS. 
Nothing abuſed Peayey ſo much as his owne cape 
taines, gromes ——- and calling him the great Aga- 
memnon , king of kings,by Domitins,Scypio,Spinther, and Pempey: pa« 
others, after the victory at Dyrachinm , aſſuring them- 74%

In like ſort the fight of Milciades triumphe mooued 
T hemi#tocles in his youth to ſay, that he could not ſleepe 
in his bed, before he had obtained the like triumph,and 
ſo heproued _—_ ſo many great captaines in Greece, 
one ofthe greateſt, for he was being but a young youth , ,, | | 
at the battell at P/ztea, being the firſt battelland the firſt —_— y 
vitoriethat the Grecians had ouer the Perſians, Hee y,, ow. 
was alſo at the battell at Marathon, with more come 
mendatio then he had at P/tea,but in the battels at S4- 
laminaand Artemiſium , all Greece gaue him the honour 
and fame, the one by ſea, the other by land : he did all 
thinges with ſuch celeritic , that Themi#ocles himiclfe 
would ſay, that whatſocuer hapned to him well, hap-

againe. | 

"Thelike ieſtdid Gilippusſeruant, hetold the Ephories 
of Sparta, that his maiſter Gilppus had vnder the roote 
of his houſe, more Owles then all Athens,for the coine / 
of Athens was ftampt with the print of an Owle, asthe - 
Perſians was with the print of an Archer : for Giljppns 
had taken from his maiſter Lyſander much money, and 
hidden them vnder the ſhield of his houſe, and ſo by 
his ſeruant was in a ieſt betraied. Thus leauing Ageſilaus 
with his Archers, and Gilippus ſeruant with his Owles,

Pompey the great vſed ſuch celeritic, that within for- 
tiedaies he vanquiſhedallthe Pyrates, who had athou- | 
ſand ſhips on the ſeas, andtaken abouefourc hundred py, ;v via 
townes, they robd andſpoyldall marchant venturers, Pompes 
rifled and deſtroyedallthe Ilands and townes vpon the -.
